It took real courage to believe 
in the principles of the D eclara­ 
tion of Independence in 1776. Had 
A m erica lost the Revolutionary 
w ar, its signers could have been 
hanged as traito rs to England. 
Author of the im m ortal 
and 
stirring D eclaration w as an ob­ 
scure, young, 33-year-old con­ 
gressm an with fiery red hair and 
a fiery devotion to liberty.

Congress toned down the Dec­ 
laration from Jefferson’s orig­ 
inal draft, mostly by omitting 
certain “ superfluous language” 
containing uncom plim entary ref­ 
erences to the King of England, 
the slave trade, and the English 
people. 
However, as finally adopted, 
the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence was almost all Jefferson’s 
language. AII his life, Jeffer­ 
son was far more proud of hav­ 
ing written it than of b e i n g 
President. 
Four days later, 
on July 8, 
1776, the famous Liberty B e l l 
pealed the entire day atop Inde­ 
pendence Hall, summoning Phil­ 
adelphians to a public reading of 
the Declaration of Independence. 
The Liberty Bell was cracked in 
1835. 
It will ring no more, but the 
legend it bears: “ Proclaim Lib­ 
erty Throughout the Land Unto 


All the Inhabitants Thereof” still 
rings the bell with Americans. 
Today, the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence is enshrined for all 
tim e with the Constitution of the 
United States in a herm etically- 
sealed glass showcase at the Li­ 
brary of Congress on Capitol 
Hill.

21 in less than 72 
hours after their admission to the 
hospital, and 4 within 24. Results

to get out of bed as soon as pos­ 
sible following surgery. 
Of course, in any operation on 
the aged, certain precautions 
must be observed. Tile anesthetic 
should be the lightest possible, 
and the use of drugs for relieving 
pain kept to a minimum, since 
they tend to have a depressing 
effect on vital functions, which 
greatly increases the chances of 
complications. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS

Farmers lrged 
Be On Lookout 


For Corn Borer 


WASHINGTON. July 3 — Ag­ 
riculture Secretary B rannan has 
urged farm ers to use effective­ 
ly the best m aterials available 
for the control of the corn bor­ 
er. 
He warned the insect pest is 
a potentially serious threat to 
this y e a r’s corn crop. 
Brannan said this year it is 
doubly im portant that effective 
control m easures be taken, not 
only because of the urgent need 
for better than average yields, 
but also because of limited sup­ 
plies of DDT—the best insecti­ 
cide for borer control. 
Corn borer specialists point out 
that the key to good control is 
proper timing. They say farm ­ 
ers alerted to the danger will 
determ ine the 
need for trea t­ 
m ent by checking for egg depos­ 
its on the underside of the leaf. 
Usually corn should be treated 
IO ♦(> 12 days after the larvae be­ 
gin to em erge from the eggs.
